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REPORT  OF  THE  PROCEEDINGS. 


The  Annual  Commencement  exercises  having  concluded, 
and  the  hall  being  vacated  by  the  audience,  the  Society 
of  Alumni  was  called  to  order  at  one  o'clock  and  fifteen 
minutes  P.  M.  by  the  President,  Mr.  W.  W.  Corcoran. 

The  President,  addressing  the  Society,  said  :  "  In  conse- 
quence of  my  deafness  and  bad  vision,  I  beg  to  call  the 
Second  Vice  President,  Mr.  R.  T.  Merrick,  to  preside  to- 
day. I  hope  he  will  take  the  chair,  as  it  is  not  possible  for 
me  to  do  so." 

Mr.  Merrick  on  taking  the  chair  was  warmly  greeted 
with  applause,  and  said : 

"  Of  course  I  am  compelled  to  accept  as  a  command  the 
request  of  the  venerable  and  distinguished  President  of  this 
Society,  and  relieve  him  from  the  fatiguing  duties  incident 
to  the  occupation  of  the  chair.  He  is  the  oldest  living 
student  of  the  College,  and  one  of  the  most  honored.  His 
name  will  live  as  long  as  these  walls  shall  stand,  and  longer, 
and  go  down  to  future  generations  illustrating  the  noblest 
virtues  of  humanity  and  making  even  yet  sweeter  than  it 
now  is  the  blessed  name  of  Charity. 

"  Fellow  students,  we  have  gathered  here  to-day,  upon 
this  sacred  spot,  in  obedience  to  the  requirements  of  the 
constitution  of  the  Society  of  Alumni,  of  which  we  are 
members. 

"  The  fifth  provision  of  this  constitution  is  as  follows  : 

'"A  regular  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  each  year  at  the  College, 
upon  such  clay  and  such  hour,  near  the  close  of  the  session,  as  may  be  fixed  upon 
by  the  Secretary,  upon  consultation  with  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  ;  but  a  special 
meeting  may  be  held  at  any  time  upon  the  call  of  the  acting  President  of  the 
Society.' 
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this  institution  to  meet  the  most  extended  requirements  of 
the  day,  and  all  the  demands  of  the  large  development  of 
our  time. 

"There  is  also,  at  present,  another  purpose,  of  a  practical 
character,  to  which  our  attention  should  be  directed. 

"Students  of  this  College  who  for  benefits  received  from 
the  institution,  hold  it  in  grateful  recollection,  should  now, 
in  its  present  financial  emergency  give  to  it  some  practical 
and  material  aid. 

"As  was  said  in  a  brief  address  delivered  this  morning 
b}r  the  distinguished  and  venerable  Father,  the  head  of  his 
order  in  this  country,  this  hall  is  still  unfinished.  I  think  no 
words  of  either  his  or  mine  could  plead  so  earnestly  and  so 
persuasively  to  the  former  students  of  Georgetown  College 
in  its  behalf  than  these  bare  walls,  these  unfinished  gal- 
leries, and  these  unornameuted  and  unoccupied  niches  that 
surround  us  and  look  down  upon  us.  The^y  are  pleading  to 
us,  asking  that  we  will  come  and  render  that  aid  which  will 
decorate  this  room  in  a  manner  more  seemly  and  appropri- 
ate to  the  hall  of  the  alumni.  This  hall  is  to  be  especially 
appropriated  to  the  Society  of  Alumni,  and  that  society 
should  accept  as  its  portion  of  duty  in  connection  with  these 
buildings  that  of  meeting  the  expense  of  completing  this 
room.  I  am  sure  I  express  the  sentiment  of  each  and  every 
member  when  I  propose  that  we  now  unite  in  a  common 
effort  to  accomplish,  for  the  benefit  of  the  College,  the 
completion  of  this  hall  in  the  manner  in  which  it  ought 
to  be  completed,  and  make  it  a  memorial  hall  worthy  the 
meeting  place  of  the  society  of  the  former  students  of  the 
College. 

"I  feel  that  I  ought  to  call  your  attention  to  one  or  two 
provisions  of  the  constitution  which  need  some  considera- 
tion and  possible  revision.  A  copy  of  this  instrument  was 
placed  in  my  hands  a  few  days  ago,  and  in  casually  looking 
it  over,  (and  I  have  done  no  more,)  I  observe  the  following 
article: 
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'"The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  perpetuate  and  strengthen  college 
friendships,  to  collect  and  preserve  materials  for  college  history,  but  above  all  to 
promote  the  interests  of  Georgetown  College  by  calling  attention  to  its  advantages 
as  a  school  of  learning,  by  endeavoring  to  secure  for  it  the  most  favorable  legisla- 
tion, by  seeking  to  obtain  for  it  donations  and  endowments,  and  by  contributing 
and  procuring  for  it  such  material  aid  as  may  enable  its  Faculty  to  liquidate  the 
debt  already  incurred  by  the  erection  of  a  new  building,  and  thereafter  to  carry 
out  successfully  their  plans  for  enlarging  its  curriculum  and  placing  it  on  an  equal 
footing  with  other  and  more  favored  institutions.' 

"  I  do  not  entirely  concur  in  the  different  provisions  of 
that  article  of  the  constitution,  and  think  it  liable  to  some 
criticism  in  having  declared,  in  an  organic  law  intended  to 
he  permanent  and  perpetual,  that  one  of  the  objects  of  the 
association  had  relation  to  merely  temporary  and  ephemeral 
matter.  I  think  the  constitution  ought  to  be  amended  in 
so  far  as  to  strike  out  the  provision  of  the  third  article, 
which  says  that  one  of  the  objects  of  this  association  is  to 
pay  for  and  complete  these  buildings.  Over  zealous  anxiety, 
probably,  inserted  this  declaration  of  purpose  in  the  consti- 
tution, which,  though  necessarily  incident  to  the  organiza- 
tion, could  not  be  said  to  be  one  of  the  purposes  of  its 
creation. 

"  Its  fundamental  and  leading  purposes  are  correctly  set 
forth  to  be,  to  collect  and  preserve  materials  for  college  his- 
tory, and  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  institution  by  call- 
ing attention  to  its  advantages  as  a  school  of  learning;  to 
enlarge  the  sphere  of  its  power  and  usefulness,  and  brighten 
and  make  faster  the  ties  that  bind  its  former  students  to- 
gether. 

"  To  assist  to  pay  the  debt  of  the  College,  whether  that 
debt  may  have  been  incurred  for  the  erection  of  its  build- 
ing or  otherwise,  are  purposes  incident  to  these  main  pur- 
poses or  duties,  which  every  one  will  help  to  carry  out  who, 
in  earnestness  of  spirit  and  true  devotion  of  heart,  sincerely 
wishes  well  to  the  institution  ;  but  they  should  not  stand 
forth  as  the  principal  and  fundamental  designs  of  this  asso- 
ciation. 

"These  suggestions,  which  I  have  deemed  due  to  the 
occasion,  will  assist  us  in  the  pleasant  office  of  renewing  the 
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friendship  of  early  days  on  the  spot  where  those  friendships 
were  made,  and  lead  oa  to  realize  that  being  for  a  little 
while  shut  from  the  outer  world,  we  mav  engage  with  each 
other  in  the  interchange  of  the  kindest,  warmest  and  most 
genial  sentiments  of  our  nature,  which  are  too  often  si- 
lenced and  unheeded  in  the  rush  of  life's  contest. 

"  \Ve  are  in  the  shade  of  the  noble  and  classic  tree  that 
sheltered  our  youth,  and  I  am  sure  that  your  feelings,  like 
mine,  all  go  forth  with  the  same  ardent  impulse  that  attend 
the  fervent  sentiment  and  plaintive  thought — 

••  •  Woodman,  spare  that  tree, 
Touch  not  a  single  bough ; 
In  youth  it  sheltered  me, 
And  I  will  protect  it  now.'  "

Order  of  Business. 


Mr.  F.  P.  B.  Sands.  Mr.  President,  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee has  instructed  me,  in  order  to  inform  those  who  are 
present  of  the  exact  provisions  of  the  constitution,  which  all 
may  not  have  read  through,  to  move  that  the  Secretary  read 
the  constitution  as  a  whole,  without  comment  being  made 
upon  it. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to;  and  the  Secretary.  Mr.  John 
F.  Hanna,  accordingly  read  the  constitution. 

Amendments  to  the  Constitution. 

Mr.  Saxds.  Mr.  President,  the  Executive  Committee  has 
adopted  an  order  of  business  to  be  followed  at  this,  the  first 
annual  meeting;  and,  as  the  Constitution  is  properly  the  first 
subject  matter  for  consideration,  that  committee,  after  con- 
sultation and  correspondence  with  other  members  of  the 
Association,  has  deemed  it  proper  to  submit  several  amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution,  changing  it  in  some  few  particu- 
lars, which,  it  is  thought,  will  prove  to  the  advantage  of  the 
Society. 

The  first  amendment  is  one  upon  which  the  President 
pro  tern,  in  his  address  has  touched.     It  reads  as  follows : 
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Be  it  resolved,  That  Article  III  of  the  Constitution  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
amended  by  striking  out  the  words,  "  to  liquidate  the  debt  already  incurred  by 
the  erection  of  a  new  building  and  thereafter." 

It  was  considered  that  the  object  in  view  could  be  better 
attained  by  being  made  the  subject  of  a  resolution  which 
shall  provide  for  a  committee  to  take  charge  of  that  tempo- 
rary matter.  With  those  words  stricken  out,  the  article 
will  read : 

The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  perpetuate  and  strengthen  college  friend- 
ships, to  collect  and  preserve  materials  for  college  history;  but,  above  all,  to 
promote  the  interests  of  Georgetown  College  by  calling  attention  to  its  advantages 
as  a  school  of  learning,  by  endeavoring  to  secure  for  it  the  most  favorable  legisla- 
tion, by  seeking  to  obtain  for  it  donations  and  endowments,  and  by  contributing 
and  procuring  for  it  such  material  aid  as  may  enable  its  Faculty  to  carry  out  suc- 
cessfully their  plans  for  enlarging  its  curriculum  and  placing  it  on  an  equal  foot- 
ing with  other  and  more  favored  institutions. 

The  President  pro  tern.  I  would  suggest  that  the  amend- 
ments had  better  be  read  seriatim. 

Mr.  Sands.  I  accept  the  suggestion  of  the  President. 
This  amendment  had  better  be  first  considered  by  the  mem- 
bers present.  If  they  deem  it  proper  to  amend  the  consti- 
tution in  the  manner  mentioned,  at  the  meeting  which  is  to 
take  place  after  a  brief  adjournment,  as  we  have  provided 
for  in  the  order  of  exercises,  the  amendments  will  be  put  to 
a  vote.  If  that  is  not  acceptable  to  the  Society,  the  com- 
mittee would  be  pleased  to  hear  from  any  members  their 
suggestions  in  regard  thereto. 

The  President  pro  tern.  The  Constitution  provides  in  re- 
gard to  amendments  : 

Any  amendment  thereto  shall  be  brought  forward  in  writing  and  read,  and 
shall  then  lie  over  until  the  next  adjourned  meeting,  whether  that  be  on  the  same 
or  on  the  subsequent  day.  It  shall  be  then  voted  upon,  and,  if  adopted,  shall 
be  entered  in  full  upon  the  Secretary's  minutes  and  passed  by  until  the  next 
annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  and  if  then  ratified  by  a  majority  of  those  actually 
present,  shall  be  binding  as  part  of  this  Constitution. 

Now,  with  regard  to  amendments  to  be  proposed  to  the 
Constitution, — and,  as  this  is  the  first  annual  meeting  of  the 
Society,  there  may  be  various  amendments, — I  would  sug- 
gest that  they  be  brought  forward  as  provided,  read,  laid 
over,  and  that  we  then  adjourn  for  a  short  time  and  have 
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another  meeting  immediately  after,  so  as  to  put  in  proposed 
amendments  in  condition  for  final  ratification  at  the  next 
annual  meeting.  They  cannot  be  ratified  at  this  meeting, 
but  may  be  put  in  such  condition  by  holding  an  adjourned 
meeting  to-day  as  to  be  ratified  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Mr.  Sands.  That  is  the  proposition  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  I  am  instructed  to  read  the  remaining  two 
amendments. 

The  second'  amendment  is  as  follows  : 

Be  it  resolved,  That  Article  IV  of  the  Constitution  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,, 
amended,  by  striking  out  the  words  "  a  first  vice  president,  a  second  vice  presi- 
dent," and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "a  first,  second,  third,  fourth  and 
fifth  vice  presidents." 

The  third  amendment,  which  is  more  by  way  of  a  sugges- 
tion, is  to  Article  XIV  of  the  Constitution.  It  reads  as  fol- 
lows : 

Be  it  resolved,  That  Article  XIV  of  the  Constitution  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
amended,  by  substituting  the  figures  $5,  in  place  of  $10,  as  therein  fixed  as  the 
initiation  fee. 

As  to  Article  XV  of  the  Constitution,  which  relates  to 
the  annual  dues,  it  is  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive 
Committee  that,  since  from  initiation  fees  already  paid  in  we 
have  sufficient  funds  to  meet  the  expenses  of  this  and  of 
the  next  annual  meeting,  the  subject  be  passed  by  until 
the  next  or  some  subsequent  annual  meeting. 

Mr.  President,  for  the  purpose  of  complying  with  the 
provisions  of  the  twenty-third  article  of  the  Constitution,  I 
now  move  an  adjournment,  to  meet  upon  call  of  the  Presi- 
dent, in  order  that  an  adjourned  meeting  may  be  had  this 
day.  During  the  time  that  may  elapse  between  the  ad- 
journment and  the  next  meeting,  those  who  have  not  already 
done  so  may  signify  to  the  Secretary  of  the  meeting  their 
adhesion  to  the  Constitution,  and  give  in  their  names  as 
members  of  the  Society  of  Alumni. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to:  and,  accordingly,  (at  two 
o'clock  and  ten  minutes,  P.  M.,)  the  meeting  adjourned,  to 
meet  at  the  call  of  the  President. 
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The  Secretary  having  received  the  signatures  of  sixty  new 
members, 

The  Adjourned  Meeting 

was  called  to  order. 

The  President  pro  tern.  This  meeting  is  convened,  gentle- 
men, in  obedience  to  the  resolution  passed  at  the  adjournment 
of  the  last  meeting,  which  was  : 

That  the  meeting  adjourn  to  be  convened  on  the  call  of  the  President. 

I  have  been  instructed  by  the  President  to  call  this  meet- 
ing of  the  Society. 

The  business  first  in  order  will  be  certain  amendments  to 
the  Constitution  proposed  at  the  last  meeting.  Mr.  Sands 
is  entitled  to  the  floor. 

Mr.  Sands.  I  move  the  adoption  of  the  first  amendment 
to  the  Constitution  offered  at  the  last  meeting,  which  is  as 
follows : 

Be  it  resolved,  That  Article  III  of  the  Constitution  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
amended  by  striking  out  the  words,  "  to  liquidate  the  debt  already  incurred  by 
the  erection  of  a  new  building  and  thereafter." 

Dr.  Toner.  I  would  ask,  who  have  the  right  to  vote  ? 

The  President  pro  tern.  I  think  it  ought  to  be  presumed 
that  every  one  present  has  the  right  to  vote,  having,  as  a 
prerequisite  to  that  right,  complied  with  the  requisites  of 
the  Constitution  in  the  way  of  registration  and  payment  of 
fees. 

Mr.  Sands.  It  being  an  ascertained  fact  that  all  here  are 
members,  I  ask  the  Chair  to  put  the  motion  to  the  Society. 

The  President  pro  tern.  It  has  been  moved  and  seconded 
to  amend  Article  III  of  the  Constitution  by  striking  out  the 
words,  "  to  liquidate  the  debt  already  incurred  by  the  erec- 
tion of  a  new  building  and  thereafter,"  so  that  it  will  read  : 

The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  perpetuate  and  strengthen  college  friend- 
ships, to  collect  and  preserve  materials  for  college  history;  but,  above  all,  to  pro- 
mote the  interests  of  Georgetown  College  by  calling  attention  to  its  advantages  as 
a  school  of  learning,  by  endeavoring  to  secure  for  it  the  most  favorable  legislation, 
by  seeking  to  obtain  for  it  donations  and  endowments,  and  by  contributing  and 
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procuring  for  it  such  material  aid  as  may  enable  its  Faculty  to  carry  out  success- 
fully their  plans  for  enlarging  its  curriculum  and  placing  it  on  an  equal  footing 
with  other  and  more  favored  institutions. 

The  amendment  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Sands.  Mr.  President,  I  move  the  adoption  of  the 
second  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  proposed  at  the  last 
meeting. 

The  President  pro  tern.  It  has  been  moved  and  seconded 
to  strike  out  the  following  words  in  Article  IV  of  the  Con- 
stitution : 

A  first  vice  president,  a  second  vice  president;  and  to  insert  in  lieu  thereof, 
"  a  first,  second,  third,  fourth  and  fifth  vice  presidents." 

The  amendment  was  adopted. 

Initiation  Fee. 

Mr.  Sands.  Mr.  President,  I  move  the  adoption  of  the 
third  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  submitted  at  the  last 
meeting. 

The  President  pro  tern.  It  is  moved  that  Article  XIV  of 
the  Constitution  be  amended  by  substituting  the  figures 
"  $5,"  in  place  of  "  $10,"  which  is  therein  fixed  as  the  initia- 
tion fee. 

Mr.  Frank  Rudd.  I  should  like  to  inquire  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Executive  Committee  upon  what  particular 
grounds  that  committee  has  come  to  that  conclusion.  It  is 
one  that  does  not,  on  the  face  of  it,  strike  me  favorably. 
We  should  not  voluntarily  diminish  our  resources  by  fifty 
per  cent,  unless  there  be  some  strong  reason  for  it.  I  think 
I  may  represent  the  sentiments  of  others  in  asking  for  some 
explanation. 

Mr.  Sands.  In  answer  to  the  inquiry  of  the  gentleman,  I 
would  state  that  gentlemen  on  the  committee  have  received 
letters,  and  we  have  received  intimations  in  personal  inter- 
views from  a  number  of  those  who  would  like  to  participate 
in  the  formation  of  an  organization  that  calls  for  voluntary 
contributions,  that  Hve  dollars  would  be  the  most  popular 
fee.     As  the  running  expenses  are  comparatively  light,  and 
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we  have  already  a  large  balance,  as  the  Treasurer  will  show 
in  laying  his  statement  before  you,  it  is  unnecessary  to  accu- 
mulate so  very  large  a  fund. 

Mr.  Rudd.  May  I  ask,  in  a  general  way,  the  size  of  the 
amount  on  hand  ? 

Father  Healy.  $182.60. 

Mr.  Rudd.  In  this  connection  let  me  ask  of  the  Treasurer 
whether  there  are  ample  funds  on  hand  to  meet  all  expenses 
contemplated,  as  the  printing  of  a  list  of  graduates  of  the 
College,  &c.  ? 

Father  Healy.  I  should  say,  sir,  that  what  we  have  on 
hand,  together  with  what  has  been  subscribed  to-day,  ought 
to  be  ample  to  do  what  we  intend  to  do. 

Dr.  Toner.  I  move  to  amend  by  sanctioning  the  sum  as 
it  stands.  It  was  certainly  intended,  in  the  early  meetings 
of  this  organization,  that  it  should  be  in  position  to  help 
the  College.  The  real  purpose  of  the  original  amount  was 
to  obtain  funds  which  might  be  used  to  the  honor  and  dig- 
nity of  the  Society  of  Alumni,  and  in  assisting  Alma  Mater. 
If  the  Executive  Committee  find  we  are  going  to  keep  out 
any  from  association  with  us  for  want  of  ability  or  inclina- 
tion to  pay  $10, 1  readily  come  down  to  $5 ;  but  very  much 
would  I  prefer  the  fee  to  remain  at  $10  for  initiation,  what- 
ever the  annual  dues  may  afterwards  be.  I,  therefore,  move 
as  an  amendment  to  the  amendment  that  the  article  remain 
as  it  reads. 

The  President  pro  tern.  That  would  be  accomplished  by 
moving  to  lay  on  the  table. 

Dr.  Toner.  It  wTould  not  give  so  much  opportunity  for 
debate. 

The  President  pro  tern.  There  could  be  no  debate. 

Mr.  Hamilton.  The  Secretary  has,  on  the  supposition  this 
amendment  would  be  adopted,  received  $5  from  those  sub- 
scribing to  the  Constitution.  Will  it  not  lead  to  confusion 
if  this  motion  is  carried? 

The  President  pro  tern.  If  the  Secretary  guaranteed  the 
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initiation  fee  was  $5,  he  will  have  to  pay  the  balance  out  of 
his  own  pocket.     [Laughter.] 

Dr.  Magruder.  I  have  spoken  to  a  great  many  persons 
in  regard  to  this  fee,  and  it  seems  the  almost  unanimous 
opinion  that  the  amount  should  be  $5.  There  are  many 
starting  in  the  first  part  of  their  career,  and  especially  in 
the  department  I  represent,  to  whom  $10  is  a  very  large 
amount.  As  they  grow  older,  probably  it  does  not  seem  so 
much ;  but  if  they  get  away  from  the  walls  of  the  institu- 
tion, it  is  hard  to  get  them  back.  They  should  be  gathered 
into  the  Society  of  Alumni  before  they  leave  the  College 
walls,  and,  generally,  on  the  day  of  graduation  they  would 
cheerfully  pay  the  small  sum  of  $5. 

Mr.  Hanna.  I  was  one  of  those  who  at  the  preliminary 
meetings  of  this  Society  advocated  $10  as  the  initiation  fee. 
I  have  received  several  letters  on  the  subject,  suggesting  a 
reduction  of  this  fee.  One  from  Richmond  referred  to  the 
fact  that  the  writer  was  deterred  from  joining  the  Society 
for  want  of  sufficient  means,  and  I  have  now  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  many  old  students  are  deterred  from  joining 
us  simply  because  they  have  not  the  means  to  do  what  their 
hearts  prompt  them  to  do. 

Dr.  Toner.  I  think  my  purpose  has  been  attained.  I  have 
secured  an  expression  of  the  views  of  gentlemen.  I  move 
to  lay  the  committee's  amendment  on  the  table. 

The  Chair  being  in  doubt,  a  division  was  had,  when  there 
were,  oyes,  8  ;  noes,  not  counted.    . 

The  question  recurred  on  the  amendment  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  and  it  was  adopted. 

Election  of  Officers. 

Mr.  Sands.  Nominations  for  officers  are  next  in  order, 
and  I  am  directed  by  the  Executive  Committee  to  present  a 
list— 

Father  Healy.  Mr.  President,  I  desire  to  say  a  word.  The 
Executive  Committee  have  nominated  officers  for  the  next 
term  of  two  years,  and  that  Committee  were  about  to  present 
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it  when  I  asked  them,  as  a  personal  favor,  to  be  allowed  to 
interrupt  them  in  order  to  lay  before  you  my  desire  in  re- 
gard to  the  new  officers. 

We  have  just  begun  our  organization.  The  gentlemen 
who  are  associated  with  me  are  getting  down  to  good,  hard 
work,  and  for  the  next  two  years  we  shall  have  a  great  deal 
to  do  in  order  to  present  to  the  Society,  at  its  different 
meetings,  such  a  schedule  of  members  and  their  addresses, 
and  of  everything  connected  with  the  College,  as  to  enable 
us  to  become  acquainted  with  one  another  throughout  the 
United  States.  Hence  I  would  respectfully  ask  the  Society 
to  allow  me  to  anticipate  the  nomination  of  new  officers; 
and,  inasmuch  as  the  officers  who  have  kindly  consented  to 
act  thus  far  have  not  expressed  any  unwillingness,  (I  have 
not  asked  them,)  I  beg  leave  to  make  an  independent  nom- 
ination, and  to  move  that  the  present  officers  hold  office  for 
the  term  of  the  next  two  years. 

Mr.  Rudd.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Constitution  re- 
quires nominations  to  be  made  by  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, I  ask  whether  it  is  not  imperative  upon  us  to  consider 
the  nominations  of  that  Committee  ? 

The  President  pro  tern.  The  Constitution,  Art.  XII, 
says  the  Executive  Committee  shall  nominate  candidates  for 
office.  This  provision  does  impose  upon  the  Executive 
Committee  the  obligation  to  nominate  candidate's  for  office; 
but  if  the  Executive  Committee  refuses  to  discharge  that 
duty,  is  the  Society  to  go  without  officers  ?  I  presume,  if 
the  Executive  Committee  chooses  voluntarily  to  disregard 
its  constitutional  obligation,  that  any  member  can  step  for- 
ward and  move  that  the  Society  shall  not  die  by  their  neg- 
lect; and  I  so  rule. 

Mr.  Sands.  I  would  state  that  I  am  sure  the  list  of 
names  prepared  by  the  Committee  will  satisfy  the  Society, 
and  we  are  prepared  to  do  our  duty  under  the  Constitution. 
What  the  members  of  the  Society  may  wish  in  this  regard 
is  not  for  us  to  question. 

Mr.  Healy.  I  ask  the  Chair  whether  Art.  IV  of  the 
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Constitution  does  not  provide  for  the  same  object  to  be  at- 
tained by  the  motion  of  Father  Healy?  We  have  officers,, 
and,  as  I  understand  it,  they  hold  over  for  two  years  under 
that  article. 

The  President  pro  tern.  There  is  another  provision,  at  the 
end  of  the  Constitution,  Art.  XXIV,  which  provides  the 
next  election  of  officers  shall  be  held  at  this  meeting.  It 
was  not  intended  to  leave  officers  elected  by  so  small  a  num- 
ber to  hold  over  for  a  term  of  two  years. 

Dr.  Toner.  Is  not  the  motion  to  continue  the  officers 
equivalent  to  electing  them  ? 

The  President  pro  tern.  It  is  equivalent  to  nominating 
them. 

Dr.  Toner.  I  hope  the  Committee  will  accept  Father 
Healy's  suggestion. 

Father  Healy.  I  relieved  them  of  that,  Mr.  President, 
because  they  were  officers.  I  am  ex  officio  a  member  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  and,  therefore,  will  not  be  affected 
by  a  change.  I  know  the  value  of  having  persons  trained 
to  their  work,  and,  as  they  are  so,  I  ask  the  President  pro 
tern,  of  the  meeting  to  take  the  nominations  out  of  the  hands 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  for  I  know  it  would  be  difficult 
to  get  others  to  co-operate  with  me  as  they  have.  There  is 
a  great  deal  of  work  to  be  done,  and  that  is  the  reason  I 
threw  myself  on  the  indulgence  of  the  Society. 

Mr.  Mann.  I  think  I  can  solve  the  difficulty  by  moving 
it  to  be  the  sense  of  this  meeting  that  the  old  officers  be  re- 
elected, and  that  the  Executive  Committee  be  requested  to 
present  that  ticket  to  the  meeting. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Sands.  In  obedience  to  the  sense  of  this  Society,  as 
expressed  in  the  foregoing  motion,  I  nominate  the  following 
officers  :

Mr.  Hanna.  I  was  -requested  by  Judge  Cox  to  say  that,  if 
present,  he  would  second  the  nomination  of  Mr.  Corcoran 
for  President. 

The  nominations  of  the  Executive  Committee,  as  thus 
made,  were  unanimously  adopted.

Election  of  Orator. 

The  President  pro  tern.  The  next  business  in  order  is  the 
nomination  for  orator. 

Father  Healy.  Mr.  President,  I  have  great  pleasure  in 
proposing  to  the  Society  for  orator  at  the  next  annual  meet, 
ing  the  Hon.  Walter  S.  Cox,  Associate  Justice  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

The  presiding  officer  having  submitted  this  nomination  to 
the  Society,  Judge  Cox  was  unanimously  chosen,  amidst 
great  applause. 

Election  of  Poet, 

The  President  pro  tern.  The  next  business  in  order  is  the 
nomination  of  a  poet. 

Dr.  Toner.  What  article  of  the  Constitution  provides  for 
the  poet  ? 

The  President  pro  tern.  It  is  not  a  constitutional  matter. 
Poetry  is  outside  of  all  constitutions.     [Laughter.] 

Father  Healy.  I  have  the  honor  to  propose  to  this  Society 
the  name  of  a  graduate  of  this  institution,  Mr.  James  Hoban, 
of  the  District  of  Columbia. 
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Mr.  Hoban  was  unanimously  elected. 
Alumni  Record. 

Mr.  Hamilton.  As  a  means  of  promoting  friendly  inter- 
course and  good  fellowship  between  the  students  of  the  Col- 
lege and  the  College, and  between  the  students  themselves — 
an  intercourse  which  is  so  essential  to  the  successful  accom- 
plishment of  all  the  ends  proposed  in  the  scope  of  our  Society 
— the  Executive  Committee  propose  the  establishment  of  an 
Alumni  Record,  which  shall  contain  a  brief  sketch  of  the  life 
of  each  member,  his  place  of  residence,  and  such  reminis- 
cences connected  with  his  college  or  after  life  as  may  prove 
interesting  to  his  fellow  students  and  useful  to  the  College. 
This  Record  shall  be  arranged  by  this  Society  and  kept  as  a 
book  of  reference  for  the  members,  an  authentic  means  of 
communication  between  the  College  and  the  old  students  and 
between  the  students  themselves.  The  records  which  the 
College  now  have  of  the  Alumni  are  very  imperfect;  and  of 
many  of  the  old  students,  even  of  some  of  the  old  graduates, 
we  have  hardly  a  trace.  It  is  proposed  by  the  Committee  that 
this  Society  shall  remedy  that  defect,  and  by  so  doing  promote 
the  establishment  of  that  complete  and  cordial  communica- 
tion and  co-operation  among  the  students  and  between  the 
students  and  the  College.  This  once  attained,  the  work  of 
the  Society  of  Alumni,  which  is  the  advancement  of  the  in- 
terest of  our  Alma  Mater,  will  proceed  with  every  certainty 
of  success.  We,  therefore,  ask  that  each  member  present 
will,  as  soon  as  practicable,  supply  the  Society  with  such  in- 
formation as  has  been  indicated. 

Dr.  Toner.  I  would  suggest  the  Executive  Committee 
proceed  to  that  work  by  sending  circulars,  to  which"  replies 
might  be  returned — which  is  usual  in  collecting  such  data. 
They  can  mature  such  inquiries  as  are  calculated  to  bring 
replies  from  those  who  are  disinclined  to  volunteer  informa- 
tion about  themselves. 

The  President  pro  tern.  Has  any  one  made  a  motion  iu 
this  matter  ? 
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Mr.  Hamilton.  The  Executive  Committee  merely  call 
attention  to  this  matter  by  way  of  suggestion,  in  order  that 
they  might  receive  instructions  in  regard  to  it. 

The  President  pro  tern.  Has  any  one  a  proposition  to 
make  by  way  of  instruction  to  the  Executive  Committee? 

Dr.  Toner.  If  it  requires  a  motion,  I  move  the  Executive 
Committee  do  perform  such  labor  as  has  been  outlined  by 
Mr.  Hamilton. 

The  motion  was  adopted. 

Aid  for  the  New  Building. 

Mr.  Kudd.  I  suppose,  gentlemen,  when  we  struck  out 
from  our  Constitution  that  formal  part  which  prescribed  that 
we  should  help  the  Faculty  to  liquidate  the  debt  on  the  new 
building,  there  was  not  one  who  intended  by  his  vote  for 
that  resolution  to  abate  one  jot  or  tittle  of  the  zeal,  or  of  the 
devotion,  or  of  the  earnestness  with  which  he  intends  to 
co-operate,  without  any  formal  prescription  in  the  Consti- 
tution, but  of  his  own  voluntary  act,  in  the  movement  which 
we  have  stricken  from  our  formal  records,  only,  I  trust,  to 
engrave  more  deeply  on  our  minds. 

Therefore,  with  the  idea  I  represent  the  majority,  I  beg 
to  offer  the  following  resolution: 

Be  it  resolved,  That,  for  the  purposes  of  completing  at  an  early  date  the  Me- 
morial Hall  in  the  new  building,  and  of  co-operating  with  the  Faculty  of  George- 
town College  in  their  efforts  to  pay  off  the  indebtedness  upon  said  building,  the 
President  of  this  Society  be  instructed  to  appoint  a  building  committee  of  three 
members,  to  be  increased  from  time  to  time,  as  to  the  said  committee  may  seem 
advisable,  by  selection  from  the  alumni  of  the  several  States. 

Mr.  Hamilton.  Did  I  understand  the  gentleman  to  say 
"building  committee,"  Mr.  President? 

The  President  pro  tan.  It  is  called  and  designated  in  the 
resolution,  "  building  committee." 

Mr.  Kudd.  I  am  quite  willing  to  accept  any  other  desig- 
nation. 

Mr.  Hamilton.  I  move  to  amend  by  calling  it  "  standing 
committee." 

Dr.  Toner.   I  wish  to  make  a  suggestion.     I  do  not  say 
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the  word  "building"  was,  perhaps,  not  well  chosen,  but  I 
am  not  sure  I  should  not  prefer  "  committee  on  decoration 
of  the  Memorial  Hall,"  if  that  meets  with  the  approval  of 
others. 

Mr.  Hamilton.  I  think  the  committee  is  intended  to  co- 
operate with  the  Faculty,  not  only  in  building  this  hall,  but 
in  paying  off  the  debt  and  doing  other  things  in  that  direc- 
tion. I  do  not  think  we  should  call  it  either  "  building"  or 
"decorating"  committee. 

Mr.  Rudd.  A  solution  of  this  may  lie  in  omitting  any  ad- 
jective whatever,  and  calling  it  simply  a  committee.  If  its 
functions  are  general,  it  will  be  hard  to  find  a  word  to  define 
them  very  well,  and  I  ask  consent  to  withdraw  the  word 
"  building  "  from  my  resolution. 

There  was  no  objection. 

The  resolution,  as  modified,  was  adopted. 

The  President  pro  tern.  By  direction  of  the  President  of 
the  Society,  in  whose  behalf  I  am  acting,  I  announce  the 
following  committee  under  the  resolution  just  adopted: 

Dr.  John  B.  Blake,  Dr.  James  E.  Morgan,  and  Prof. 
William  H.  Dennis  of  the  Law  School. 

Memorial  of  Certain  New  York  Graduates. 

Mr.  John  G.  Agar  ('76)  then  arose,  and  said : 
Mr.  President,  I  came  some  distance  to  attend  this  meet- 
ing, not  as  a  member,  but  to  present  a  communication  from 
the  Alumni  of  New  York  State.  Last  winter  we  received 
a  letter  of  invitation  from  the  Executive  Committee  to  cor- 
respond with  them  in  their  efforts  to  organize  a  society.  We 
called  a  meeting,  looked  over  the  Constitution,  and,  at  the 
outset,  found  difficulties  in  the  Constitution.  We  again 
corresponded  with  the  Executive  Committee,  and  they 
advised  us  to  present  a  memorial  to  this  meeting.  There- 
fore, I  propose  to  present  the  objections  of  the  Alumni  of 
New  York  to  the  Constitution.  I  should  like  to  say  first, 
however,  that  the  amendment  which  was  offered  by  the 
Executive  Committee  removes,  in  a  great  degree,  those  ob- 
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jections;  but  as  I  have  come  this  far  in  the  interest  of  the 
gentlemen  I  represent,  I  think  it  is  my  duty  to  present  this 
memorial,  stating,  at  the  same  time,  the  Alumni  of  New 
York  are  ready  and  willing  to  do  whatever  is  in  their  power 
to  assist  the  Society,  and  will  do  that  immediately,  if  these 
objections  are  in  some  way  acted  upon. 
The  following  is  the  memorial : 

To  the 

President  and  Members  of  the  Society  of  Alumni 
of  Georgetown  College. 

The  undersigned  have  received  the  invitation  of  your  Executive  Committee  to 
co-operate  in  the  formation  of  an  Association  of  the  Alumni  of  Georgetown 
College. 

They  have  examined  the  Constitution  adopted  by  your  Association,  but  find 
therein  principles  improper  in  themselves — because  they  are  founded  on  no  right 
— and  incompatible  with  the  prosperous  existence  of  a  Society  of  Alumni. 

These  objectionable  principles  are  contained  in  Articles  III  and  XXV  of  the 
■Constitution. 

Article  III  recites  that  the  "  objects  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  promote  the  in- 
terests of  Georgetown  College  by  seeking  to  obtain  for  it  donations  and  endow- 
ments and  by  contributing  and  procuring  for  it  such  material  aid  as  may  enable 
its  Faculty  to  liquidate  the  debt  already  incurred  by  the  erection  of  a  new  build- 
ing, and,  therefore,  to  carry  out  successfully  their  plans  for  enlarging  its  curri- 
culum and  placing  it  on  an  equal  footing  with  other  and  more  favored  institu- 
tions." 

The  undersigned  gentlemen,  disagreeing  with  this  recital,  believe  the  con- 
trolling motives  of  the  existence  of  such  an  Association  to  be  a  desire  to  perpetuate 
and  strengthen  college  friendships,  to  form  a  basis  of  social  and  intellectual  inter- 
course between  the  Faculty  of  the  College  and  its  old  students,  and  between  the 
old  students  themselves,  and  to  collect  and  preserve  materials  for  college  history ; 
and,  further,  that  none  other  than  these  motives  should  appear  in  a  Constitution 
as  the  objects  of  the  existence  of  the  Society. 

And  they  respectfully  submit  that  to  bind  themselves  to  seek  to  obtain  dona- 
tions and  endowments  for  the  College,  to  contribute  and  to  procure  for  it  such 
material  aid  as  may  enable  its  Faculty  to  liquidate  its  debt  and  enlarge  its  curri- 
culum, is  to  assume  an  obligation  so  general  that  it  will  become  either  of  no  prac- 
tical effect  or  of  such  an  universal  import  as  to  be  a  burden  and  a  source  of 
inharmonious  action;  although,  individually,  the  subscribers  are  willing  to  con- 
tribute within  their  capacity  to  the  erection  of  the  new  building  or  to  the  improve- 
ment of  the  College  in  any  wise. 

The  second  objectionable  principle  appears  in  Article  XXV,  to  wit :  "  Branch 
Associations  affiliated  to  this  Society,  and  duly  organized  in  accordance  with  the 
Constitution  thereof,  in  the  principal  towns  and  cities  of  the  United  States  and 
■elsewhere,  will  be  encouraged." 

In  this  article  there  is  an  assumption  of  control  by  the  General  Association  over 
the  local  Societies.  The  word  "Branch"  indicates  a  state  of  dependency,  and 
the  power  to  encourage  in  reference  to  a  branch  seems  to  imply  a  power  to  re- 
strain if  the  branches  are  not  affiliated  to  the  parent  Association  and  organized 
under  its  Constitution. 

But  such  a  control  is  assumed.  The  rights  of  the  old  students  to  organize  a 
local  Society  arise  from  their  status  as  old  students.  These  rights  are  personal 
and  absolute,  and  inalienable  save  by  the  consent  of  those  in  whom  they  inhere. 

Therefore,  an  attempt  on  the  part  of  any  number  of  Alumni  to  control  the  exer- 
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cise  of  these  rights  by  an  old  student  is  in  violation  of  these  rights.  And  this 
theoretic  objection  is  not  overweighed  by  any  practical  good  that  may  spring 
from  such  a  control;  because  the  power  assumed  is  too  limited.  Besides,  it  has 
the  positive  disadvantage  of  being  undefined  and  capable  of  growing  into  a  sub- 
stantial abuse. 

For  these  reasons,  the  subscribers  are  unable  to  respond  to  the  invitation  of 
your  Executive  Committee. 

They  stand  ready  to  adopt  the  Constitution  shorn  of  its  objectionable  principles, 
and  to  offer  a  hearty  help  to  any  movement  within  the  proper  purpose  of  the 
Society's  existence. 

They  believe  the  properest  plan  of  organization  to  be  a  General  Association, 
composed  of  old  students  anywhere  resident ;  organized  irrespective  of  any  local 
body  ;  devoted  to  the  proper  objects  of  a  Society  of  Alumni,  and  having  its  only 
recognized  center  at  Georgetown  College. 

To  realize  such  an  organization,  they  propose  that  the  existing  Constitution  be 
amended:  First,  by  striking  out  that  part  of  Article  III  beginning  with  the  words, 
"  The  objects  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  promote  the  interests  "  down  to  and  in- 
cluding the  last  words  of  the  Article,  being  the  same  part  of  Article  III  as  was 
above  quoted.     Second,  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  Article  XXV.

Neither  my  "  private  interpretation  "  of  the  existing  Constitution  nor  my  opinion 
as  to  the  scope  of  an  Association  wholly  agreeing  with  those  stated  in  the  fore- 
going ''memorial,"  I  sign  on  the  ground  that  any  such  obligation  as  is  set  forth 
therein,  as  contained  in  Article  III,  should  not  be  imposed  upon  the  Alumni  in- 
dividually, and  that  clauses  of  the  Constitution  understood  by  any  considerable 
number  of  Alumni  to  impose  it  should  be  stricken  out  or  modified. 

James  F.  Tracey. 

Mr.  President,  when  we  look  at  the  fact  that  the  name  of 
only  one  gentleman  from  New  York  is  upon  your  books  as 
a  member  of  this  Society,  and  when  we  further  consider 
that  the  alumni  of  New  York  are,  as  I  said,  perfectly  will- 
ing to  enter,  heart  and  soul,  into  your  movement,  I  think 
the  memorial  should  receive  your  attention. 

Mr.  Sands.  I  am  requested  by  my  associates  on  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  to  state  that  after  that  committee  received 
the  memorial,  a  copy  of  which  has  just  been  read,  Article 
III,  was  studied  over  and  it  was  decided  to  offer  the  amend- 
ment which  was   adopted  here  to-day.     That  amendment 
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seemed  to  the  committee  to  overcome  every  objection  urged 
in  the  memorial,  and  changed  the  Constitution  in  that  it  was 
not  left  open  to  the  objection  that  it  resembled  the  constitu- 
tion of  a  building  association,  but  that  of  an  association 
destined  to  stand  as  long  as  the  College  stands.  In  the 
article  as  amended  we  could  see  no  obligation  whatever  that 
was  binding  on  any  man's  conscience,  but  simply  a  sugges- 
tion, which  would  address  itself  to  the  affections  of  the 
members  of  the  Society.  If  we  all  give  what  we  can,  when 
we  can,  the  fullest  requirement  of  that  article  of  the  Consti- 
tution will  be  complied  with. 

The  President  pro  tern.  I  have  no  doubt  the  Society  will 
be  very  glad  to  hear  in  full  any  suggestion  our  New  York 
fellow  student  (Mr.  Agar)  may  have  to  make. 

Mr.  Agar.  The  objections  in  regard  to  "  endowments  " 
seem  to  be  :  First,  that  it  is  out  of  place  in  the  organic  law 
of  our  body;  secondly,  that  it  will  either  be  a  burden  or  it 
will  be  a  dead  letter.  If  we  seek  donations  for  the  College, 
and  strive  to  obtain  for  it  endowments  wTith  all  the  spirit  we 
should,  when  such  a  Constitution  is  adopted,  I  take  it,  it 
would  be  a  serious  burden.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  we  neg- 
lect this  under  the  general  term  of  appealing  to  sentiment, 
I  think  it  would  be  a  dead  letter,  and,  therefore,  should  be 
stricken  out. 

The  objection  to  the  second  part  is  simply  this,  that  we 
cannot  organize  in  New  York  unless  we  organize  under 
this  Constitution,  for  it  appears  our  organization  wrould  not 
be  encouraged.  It  says  "branch  associations  affiliated  to 
this  Society  " — there  is  no  necessity  for  affiliating  branch 
associations  to  this  Society  if  this  Society  be  universal, 
taking  in  all  members  wherever  they  may  be  resident.  Let 
the  local  societies  be  entirely  independent  of  this  body ! — 
"and  duly  organized  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution 
thereof  in  the  principal  towns  and  cities  of  the  United 
States  and  elsewhere  will  be  encouraged."  Now,  we  could 
not  adopt  the  Constitution  as  it  stands,  because  of  the  objec- 
tions I  have  stated ;  therefore  we  could  not  organize  under 
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that  Constitution.  If  we  organize  outside  of  the  Constitu- 
tion we,  according  to  this  article,  will  not  be  encouraged  by 
the  central  body. 

Mr.  Rudd.  I  labor  under  a  peculiar  difficulty,  owing  to 
the  rather  embarrassing  circumstance  that,  probably,  by 
reason  of  absence  from  the  meeting  of  my  brother  students 
in  New  York,  I  believe  I  am  the  person  indicated  as  being 
the  only  New  York  student  at  present  on  the  roll  of  the 
Society.  Speaking  on  this  matter  as  if  I  lived  in  New  Jer- 
sey, there  seem  to  be  two  practical  questions  connected  with 
it.  In  the  first  place,  if  Art.  Ill  is  not  amended,  either  it 
will  be  an  obligation  too  solemn  to  be  taken  upon  us,  or  it 
will  be  a  dead  letter,  and,  therefore,  it  should  be  stricken 
out. 

Now,  with  every  respect  to  the  premise,  I  do  not  think 
the  conclusion  follows  that  because  it  does  not  happen  to 
suit  the  temperament  of  any  group  of  our  students  in  any 
particular  place, — and  it  does  not  suit  me  any  more  than  it 
does  others, — it  should  be  stricken  out. 

We  have  a  Society,  I  trust,  destined  to  extend  from  Cali- 
fornia to  Maine.  What  does  not  suit  in  New  York  may  be 
peculiarly  adapted  to  Idaho  Territory,  and,  therefore,  I  do 
not  think  it  necessary  to  alter  our  Constitution  on  that 
point. 

In  respect  to  Art.  XXY,  while  again  I  see  the  full  force 
of  what  my  New  York  fellow  students  say,  it  seems  to  me 
there  is  one  point,  at  least,  to  be  considered  on  the  other 
side.  If  I  have  rightly  understood  their  memorial,  it  is  not 
judicious,  in  their  view,  to  organize,  in  any  case,  a  branch 
society.  They  think  the  purpose  can  be  best  effected  by  a 
central  body  without  branches.  In  that  view  again  I  fully 
coincide,  inasmuch  as  we  shall,  in  New  York,  probably  not 
be  disposed  to  organize  a  branch  society  in  any  case,  as  other 
gentlemen  may,  under  this  Constitution,  be  prompted* to 
organize  a  branch  elsewhere.  It  does  not  follow,  however, 
that  in  New  York  we  do  not  mean  to  organize  any. 

Father  Healy.  Mr.  President,  I  desire  to  make  an  ex- 
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planation.  The  purpose  of  a  branch  association,  as  we 
understood  it,  was  this:  We  have  one  general  organi- 
zation for  the  whole  country  here.  Now,  if  I  want  to  go 
to  New  York  and  meet  any  of  the  old  scholars,  to  whom 
shall  I  apply?  If  the  old  students  in  New  York  want  to 
assemble  together,  how  are  they  going  to  do  it  ?  They  never 
can  form  an  association  of  old  alumni  unless  there  be  offi- 
cers. These  officers  they  themselves  appoint.  We  have 
nothing  to  do  with  that.  We  simply  desire  members  of  this 
Society  should  meet  together  in  the  different  States  and 
form  organizations  of  their  own,  and  we  say  we  encourage 
that,  because  it  adds  to  the  number  of  members  in  the 
general  association.  There  is  no  antagonism  whatever. 
Therefore,  wThen  we  say  that  branch  associations  are  en- 
couraged, it  is  simply  for  this  purpose :  that  in  every  com- 
munity there  may  be  some  representative  Georgetonians  to 
whom  old  students  may  go  to  find  out  about  their  fellow 
students.  That  is  the  reason  you  see  the  perfect  autonomy 
is  left  to  them.  They  are  simply  members  of  this  Society, 
who  afterwards  form  themselves  into  local  organizations  for 
their  greater  convenience. 

Mr.  Rudd.  I  have  been  requested  to  offer  the  amend- 
ments suggested  by  my  New  York  fellow  students  in  their 
memorial.  I  trust  the  Society  will  understand  the  circum- 
stances under  which  I  make  that  motion,  and  that  the 
amendments  do  not  embody  my  own  ideas  on  the  subject. 

The  President  pro  tern.  Unfortunately,  all  that  can  be 
done  is  to  make  the  propositions  to  amend;  they  lie  over 
without  debate  until  the  next  meeting  when  they  may  be 
adopted.  If  adopted,  they  then  lie  over  for  another  meet- 
ing. 

Unless  the  explanations  made  by  gentlemen  who  had  some 
hand  in  the  construction  of  this  Constitution  are  satisfactory 
to  bur  friends  in  New  York,  we  can  do  nothing  further  to 
meet  their  demands  than  has  been  done  in  the  way  of 
amendment.  I  hope  our  fellow  student  from  New  York 
will  find  what  we  have  done  satisfactory  to  him,  and  will 
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give  a  guarantee  it  will  be  satisfactory  to  others  by  uniting 
himself  with  us  here.  We  have  modified  the  third  article 
of  the  Constitution  by  striking  out  from  its  purposes  that 
part  which  was  temporary  in  character,  and  we  have  left  in 
as  among  its  purposes  to  obtain  endowments,  legislation  and 
material  aid  for  the  College.  Those,  unquestionably,  are 
among  its  purposes,  and  to  declare  them  purposes  imposes 
no  fixed  obligation  upon  any  individual  further  than  gen- 
erally to  advance  those  purposes,  which  obligation,  as  our 
fellow  student  says,  would  be  just  as  imperative  if  it  were 
not  in  the  Constitution.  Certainly  it  can  do  no  harm,  and 
being  there  and  being  beyond  reach,  let  it  stay. 

As  to  the  last  article  of  the  Constitution,  to  which  our 
fellow  student  has  referred,  I  think  the  explanations  made 
will  be  satisfactory  to  our  fellow  students  in  New  York,  and 
I  hope  he  will  give  us  the  assurance  that  they  are  satisfactory 
to  him,  and  the  guarantee  that  he  will  make  them  satisfac- 
tory to  his  fellow  students  upon  his  return  by  uniting  himself 
with  us  here.     [Applause.] 

Mr.  Sands.  I  would  inform  the  gentleman  from  New 
York  that,  under  the  article  to  which  he  makes  objection,  a 
branch  society  of  this  body  has  already  been  organized  in 
Alexandria  among  the  old  students  of  the  College  residing 
there,  and,  through  the  energetic  action  of  Hon.  S.  Chapman 
Neale,  it  is  in  perfect  working  order  and  entirely  a  success. 
This,  I  think,  will  show  that  his  objection  is  not  well  made. 

Mr.  Healy.  I  move,  Mr.  President,  that  the  memorial  of 
the  gentlemen  in  New  York  be  received  and  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  to  be  reported  at  the  next  meeting. 

The  motion  was  adopted. 

Adjournment. 

Father  IIealy.    Mr.   President,   if  there  be  no   further 

business  that  any  gentleman  wishes  to  propose,  there  is  one 
important  business  which  it  is  my  pleasant  duty  to  propose 
to  you  all,  and  that  is,  as  old  Collegians  we  again  unite  at 
the  banquet  table  where  the  older  ones  used  to  eat  bread 
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and  coffee,  and  where  I  hope  now,  in  your  maturer  years, 
we  can  find  you  something  better. 

As  a  good  send-oft'  to  this  first  meeting  of  the  Society, 
I  have  the  honor  of  informing  you  and  the  committee  of 
which  Dr.  Blake  is  chairman,  that  one  of  the  friends  of  the 
institution  wishes  me  to  give  his  name  for  $2,000  as  a  good- 
will offering  towards  the  new  building.  [Applause.]  I  am 
glad  to  see  so  much  enthusiasm. 

Now,  gentlemen,  I  move  that  we  adjourn,  in  order  that 
we  may  at  once  go  to  dinner. 

And,  accordingly,  (at  three  o'clock  and  forty  minutes  P. 
M.,)  the  meeting  adjourned.

My  Dear  Sir :  While  in  receipt  of  the  invitations  of  the  Alumni  and  Faculty 
of  your  institution  for  several  weeks  past,  I  have  delayed  answer  until  now,  in 
the  vain  hope  of  being  able  to  gratify  my  desire  once  more  to  visit  the  old  Col- 
lege ;  for  to  the  training  and  education  I  there  received  I  feel  I  owe  much,  if  not 
all,  of  my  success  in  life.  But  to-day  I  find  the  unavoidable  engagements  of  my 
profession  will  deprive  me  of  a  pleasure  in  which  I  had  anticipated  so  much  of 
enjoyment. 

And  while  expressing  my  regrets  at  my  inability  in  some  measure  to  renew 
my  youth  by  revisiting  the  scenes  of  my  college  life  and  remingling  with  the  old 
friends  associated  with  me  in  the  rivalries  and  pleasures  of  those  old  days  when 
the  heart  was  young,  and  hope,  "  like  the  bird  in  the  story,"  held  before  the 
glittering  talisman  of  the  fruition  of  ambitious  dreams,  I  cannot  refrain  from  ex- 
pressing my  earnest  and  kindliest  regards  for  the  institution  to  which  I  owe  so 
much,  and  of  which,  and  of  those  associated  with  it,  I  think  so  often. 

The  kindliest  memories  of  my  younger  days  are  inseparably  associated  with 
recollections  of  Father  Lynch,  the  rhetorician  and  linguist,  whose  impulsive  and- 
kindly  heart  led  him  so  often  to  forget  and  forgive  my  boyish  errors ;  of  Father 
Curley,  venerable  even  then,  to  whom  the  heavens,  with  all  their  wonders,  were 
more  familiar  than  the  earth,  and  who  was  beloved  alike  by  all  who  knew  him  ; 
of  Father  Maguire,  the  eloquent  orator,  the  courtly  gentleman,  who  was  at  once 
our  admiration  and  our  examplar ;  of  Fathers  Ardia  and  King  and  Duddy,  and 
of  gallant  old  Father  Clark,  whose  soldierly  brusqueness  hid  as  warm  and  gen- 
erous a  heart  as  ever  beat;  and  of  all  the  others  who  rise  in  procession  when 
college  life  passes  in  review,  and  the  half  forgotten  past  is  revived  in  the  day- 
dream of  the  present. 

And  to  the  old  associates  of  those  days — Alex.  Loughborough,  Henry  Woot 
ton,  Bob  Combs,  Leo  Armant,  Ed  Zane,  the  Hullihens,  and  the  long  list  of  others 
with  whom  were  formed  the  ties  that  bind  youthful  lives  together,  my  heart  turns 
as  warmly  as  it  did  over  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago.  To  me  they  are  still  boys, 
as  I  then  knew  them,  and  the  years  that  have  trodden  out  the  buoyancy  of  ray 
youth  and  readily  broken  many  a  golden  dream  of  hope,  have  left  their  memories 
untouched,  and  to  me  they  are  as  they  were  when  we  parted,  each  to  pursue  his 
own  path  in  the  race  for  life.  And  when  I  have  met  any  of  the  "old  College 
boys,"  even  though  clad  in  hostile  garb  and  on  the  field  of  battle,  they  were 
neither  strangers  nor  enemies,  but  old  companions  of  my  boyhood. 
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But  twenty-six  years  must  have  brought  great  changes  to  the  old  band.  Yet, 
in  spite  of  bald  heads  or  gray  beards,  a  reunion  of  such  of  us  as  are  left  would  be 
like  a  dip  into  the  fountain  of  youth ;  and,  though  the  fires  of  youth  may  have 
died  and  the  light  of  hope  gone  out,  and  on  our  hearths  and  in  our  hearts  all  is 
ashes,  such  a  meeting  would  rekindle  even  the  dull,  gray  cinders  and  relight  the 
charred  and  wasted  torch.

At  the  first  annual  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Society  of  Georgetown 
College,  held  at  the  College  on  the  23d  of  June,  1881,  the  establishment  of  an 
"Alumni  Record,"  to  contain  a  short  sketch  of  the  life  and  career  of  every  alum- 
nus of  the  College,  was  considered,  and  a  resolution  passed  authorizing  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  to  take  all  proper  action  necessary  for  the  accomplishment  of 
this  work. 

Pursuant  to  the  duty  thus  imposed,  the  Executive  Committee,  as  an  initial  step 
in  its  labors  of  compilation,  has  determined  to  seek  the  assistance  and  coopera 
tion  of  the  students,  and  to  request  of  each  a  short,  concise  and  complete  auto- 
biographical sketch. 

In  order  to  lessen  the  labors  of  the  students  in  this  matter,  the  Committee  has 
annexed  hereto  a  list  of  questions  which  may  serve  to  give  direction  to  the  pro- 
posed sketch.  These  inquiries  are  by  no  means  intended  to  limit  the  information 
sought,  but  only  to  point  out  what  is  deemed  essential. 

To  these  your  attention  is  respectfully  called,  and  you  are  urged  to  return,  in 
the  shape  of  an  accurately  prepared  life  sketch,  full  answers  to  the  inquiries  as 
numbered.  These  answers,  or  sketches,  when  received  will  be  arranged  and 
recorded  in  a  book,  or  record,  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose,  and  preserved  among 
the  archives  of  the  Society  for  reference  and  information. 

The  need  and  many  advantages  of  such  a  record,  as  a  reliable  medium  of 
communication  between  the  College  and  former  students,  and  between  the  stu- 
dents themselves,  must  certainly  be  apparent  to  all,  and  will,  it  is  confidently 
hoped,  prompt  a  cordial  and  immediate  response  to  the  Committee's  request,  it 
being  the  desire  of  the  Committee  to  have  the  "Alumni  Record"  well  advanced 
by  the  next  annual  meeting.

To  the   Graduates,    Former  Students,    and   All    Friends   of  George- 
town University,   D.  C. : 

The  undersigned  have  been  appointed  a  Committee  under  the  following  resolu- 
tion passed  at  the  First  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society  of  the  Alumni,  held 
at  the  College  on  Commencement  Day,  June  23d,  1881. 

11  Be  it  resolved,  That  for  the  purpose  of  completing  at  an  early  date  the 
Memorial  [Commencement]  Hall  in  the  new  building,  and  of  co-operating  with 
the  Faculty  of  Georgetown  College  in  their  efforts  to  pay  off  the  indebtedness 
upon  said  building,  the  President  of  this  Society  be  instructed  to  appoint  a  com- 
mittee of  three  members,  to  be  increased  from  time  to  time,  as  to  the  said 
committee  may  seem  advisable,  from  the  alumni  of  the  several  States." 

On  consultation  of  the  Committee,  after  their  appointment,  it  was  deemed 
advisable,  at  least,  as  preliminary  to  concerted  and  effective  action,  to  issue  this 
circular,  or  general  call,  to  all  coming  under  the  above  designations,  inviting  their 
practical  aid  and  the  benefit  of  their  suggestions.  At  the  same  time  a  subscription 
list  has  been  opened,  (started  on  the  spot  by  one  gentleman  w%h  a  contribution  of 
$2,000,)  in  which  all  are  earnestly  solicited  to  join  to  the  extent  of  their  ability, 
be  that  greater  or  less.  Only  in  this  way  can  the  cherished  design  of  the  Society 
be  accomplished,  to  have  the  "Aula  Maxima"  in  the  New  Building  complete  by  the 
next  meeting,  when  the  first  annual  oration  will  be  delivered  before  us  by  the 
Hon.  Walter  S.  Cox. 

During  the  single  year  1872-73,  it  appears  from  the  official  report  of  the  Bureau 
of  Education  for  1873  t-nat  tne  following  aggregate  donations  were  made  by 
Alumni  and  friends  to  the  leading  American  universities:

Harvard  in  addition  had  invested  from  previous  donations  the  sum  of  $2,508,- 
252,01. 


Our  Alma  Mater  up  to  this  time,  near  the  close  of  the  first  century  of  her 
existence,  has  received  nothing  whatever  from  her  students  except  their  tuition 
fees,  with  which  modest  means  indeed  wonders  have  been  effected.  But  she 
imperatively  needs  something  more  at  this  time  to  carry  forward  her  progress  on 
the  high  plane  to  which  she  belongs,  typified  by  her  magnificent  improvements 
now  under  way,  and  for  this  we  confidently  appeal  to  the  affection  and  admiration 
felt  for  her  in  every  quarter  of  our  land. 

It  may  be  useful  to  recapitulate  just  here  that  the  New  Building  is  312  feet  in 
length  and  95  feet  deep,  five  stories  in  height  with  an  extra  elevation  at  the  north 
and  south  "  pavilions."  Some  idea  of  its  grandeur  and  permanence  may  be  gained 
by  those  who  have  not  had  an  opportunity  personally  to  inspect  it,  from  the  state- 
ments that  the  exterior  walls  are  of  blue  gneiss  rock  from,  the  upper  Potomac,  with 
bluish  gray  Ohio  freestone  and  North  river  blue  stone  for  the  cut  work,  the  rear  of 
front  brick,  to  match  the  older  buildings,  with  freestone  trimmings.  The  ceilings 
in  the  principal  rooms  and  halls  will  be  finished  in  wood.  All  corbels,  columns 
and  a  greater  part  of  the  sills  of  the  interior  are  of  freestone,  built  in  place.  All 
the  constructive  wood  work  of  the  interior  is  of  Southern  pine  and  oak,  planed, 
chamfered  and  carved,  and  built  in  place.  All  cast  and  wrought  iron  work  ex- 
posed to  the  weather  is  galvanized.  The  metal  work  of  the  roof  and  towers  is  of 
tinned  copper.  The  center  or  clock  tower  is  200  feet  high,  and  there  is  an  addi- 
tional or  stair  tower,  which  can  be  used  for  observatory  purposes,  at  the  southwest 
corner.  Fine  parlors  and  reception  rooms  are  provided  for,  together  with  spacious 
class  rooms,  a  debating  hall,  museum,  chemical  laboratory,  natural  history  amphi- 
theater and  a  well  lighted  library  with  capacity  for  100,000  volumes.  Ground 
was  first  broken  October  13,  1877.  The  structure  has  been  for  some  time  under 
roof,  and  the  sleeping  apartments  for  students  in  the  upper  stories  are  now  occupied. 
The  Commencement  Hall,  in  which  the  Society  held  its  meeting  and  to  which  its 
special  attention  was  directed,  measures  60  by  80  feet  and  30  feet  in  height,  will 
have  a  gallery  on  three  sides  and  accommodate  1,000  persons.  It  has  been  used  for 
the  three  past  commencements  though  unfinished  interiorly.  It  was  felt  that  no 
better  memorial  could  be  desired  of  the  successful  formatiom  of  our  Society,  and 
perhaps  of  its  more  distinguished  and  liberal  members,  than  the  full  completion  of 
this  room  in  accordance  with  the  original  plans,  by  or  before  next  June,  together 
with  such  aid  as  we  may  be  able  to  afford  toward  the  completion  of  the  whole 
building. 

It  is  respectfully  suggested  that  individual  students  in  any  locality,  or  Branch 
Associations  of  the  Alumni,  where  such  exist,  may  make  up  separate  subscription 
papers  and  forward  them  together  with  the  amounts  collected. 


Reports  of  this  committee  will  be  made  public  through  the  columns  of  the 
College  Journal,  or  in  such  other  way  as  may  be  found  advisable.
